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The situation of the Jewish community in 
Poland is probably more wretched than that of any 

@ other people in the world at the present time, and 
one cannot but feel sympathy Wik any scheme such as 
that proposed by the Chief Rabbi in Palestine. But 
I do not think that we should wish to press the 
M.E.W. to make concessions on their account, and it 
will be seen from (2) that the Ministry would not in 
fact agree to food being sent to Poland. In any 

event it would, I think, be for consideration whether the 

Middle East is in any position at present to send 












food on any substantial scale. The Ministry are 
however prepared to permit the despatchimmg of 
medicaments from Palestine. The Cairo telegram 






makes it clear that these would be surplus Palestine 
products, and I do not think that we need do more 
than say we are in general agreement with the 
proposals made in the Ministry's letter.

the time being to remit up to £15,000 monthly to Lisbon, 
of which £11,500 would be used to buy goods for prisoners 
of war, and £3,500 would be set aside for postal parcels for 
Civilians in Poland of the kind allowed under other Similar 
Schemes. 


this sum of £3,000 is rather in excess of the 
£5,000 monthly which is the standard figure for civilian 
parcel schemes of their kind. We have however agreed with 
the Treasury that it is acceptable in the circumstances. 


ve are informed that Polish nationals in Palestine, 
at present serving with the Allied Forces wish to be able to 
have parcels sent from Portugal to a value of £200 monthly ; 
and we therefore suggest that their remittances and orders 
Should be forwarded to you from Palestine, to be executed 
Within the framework of the existing scheme. Such an arrange- 
ment would have our full approval. 


Meanwhile, before going any further, would you

Although a number of requests have been made 
from time to time for permission to send parcels of 
food and clothing to inter alias Jewish refugees from 
oe) ee wil », ae } ines. wren Mes yarn nas oe 
Poland who have reached Russia or Iran, the question of 
sending parcels into Poland has never been raised here, 


Information regarding a scheme instituted in 
England, presumably the same as that to which your 
letter refers was, however, vublished in the press on 
the 9th October but has not yet inspired any representa- 
tions to Government. I attach a copy of the relevant 
extract, We see no local objection to residents in 
Palestine being given an opportunity of participating 
in the scheme provided their contributions were canalised 
through a single channel but we note that it is not 
desired that appeals should be promoted and accordingly 
propose to leave local bodies themselves to take the 
initiative in raising the matter, 


I assume that participation in the scheme by 
Palestinian residents either wouZd not entail any in-~ 
crease in the maximum permitted monthly remittance from 
the United Kingdom or, if it did, that the Ministry of 
economic Warfare would consider the foreign exchange 
aspect. Should such participation be approved, the 
Ministry will no doubt give us an indication of the 
maximum monthly sum which may be contributed from 
Palestine and will also no doubt say whether it is 
desired that the money be vemitted through official

Food Parcels from England to Ghettoes in Nazi- 


Occupied Poland, 


The Hebrew press publishes the following 
P.T.A. message from London: 


The first consignment of food parcels to 
be sent from England to Jews in Nazi-occupied Poland 
was a few days ago despatched from London with the 
permission of the British authorities. The parcels 
are being dispatched from London to Lisbon by 
ordinary parcel post and will be remailed from Lisbon 
to the ghettoes, 


It is pointed out in London that no public 
financial campaign will be conducted. . The shipments 
will be financed privately and the funds required for 
the next three months have already been secured, A 
small committee which includes Prof. Zelig Brodetsky, 
Dr. I. Schwarzbart, S. Zygelboigen, representatives 
of the World Jewish Congress and the Agudath Israel 
will supervise the despatch of the parcels, It is 
hoped that the Government of the United States and 
Canada may permit similar arrangements now that the 
British authorities have finally reached an under~ 
standing with Jewish representatives,
